1. SUMMARY: TAIPEI PRESS PROMINENTLY PLAYED AMBASSADOR 
SHEN'S ARRIVAL COMMENTS THAT KISSINGER RECENTLY PLEDGED 
CONTINUING U.S. DIPLOMATIC AND DEFENSE COMMITMENTS PLUS 
SHEN'S ASSURANCE THAT THERE ARE NO SIGNS OF U.S. 

RECOGNITION OF PEKING IN IMMEDIATE FUTURE. HOWEVER. 

LEADING UNITED DAILY NEWS SAID SHEN'S RETURN AT THIS 
TIME "RAISED UNUSUAL CONCERNS." ALL PAPERS FRONTAGED 
ASSISTANT SECRETARY INGERSOLL'S WASHINGTON DEPARTURE 
FOR ASIAN TOUR. INCLUDING TAIWAN. INFLUENTIAL CHINA TIMES 
TERMED 1974 "DECISIVE" FOR SINO-AMERICAN RELATIONS AND 
URGED SOLIDIFICATION U.S.-ROC ALLIANCE. END SUMMARY. 

2. TAIPEI PRESS PROMINENTLY FRONTPAGED AMBASSADOR SHEN'S 
AIRPORT ARRIVAL COMMENTS THAT SECRETARY KISSINGER RECENTLY 
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TO ROC; SHEN ALSO SAID THERE ARE NO SIGNS OF U.S. 

RECOGNITION OF PEKING IN IMMEDIATE FUTURE. 

3. HOWEVER, LEADING UNITED DAILY NEWS ANALYSIS SAID 
SHEN'S RETURN HAS "RAISED UNUSUAL CONCERNS," PARTICULARLY 
BECAUSE HIS PREVIOUS TWO TRIPS HOME WERE SHROUDED BY 
UNUSUAL CIRCUMSTANCES. THEY WERE MADE RESPECTIVELY AFTER 
NIXON'S CHINA VISIT AND SIGNING OF SHANGHAI COMMUNIQUE, 

AND ESTABLISHMENT OF LIAISON OFFICES. NOW, FOLLOWING 
KISSINGER S SI*TH VISIT TO PEKING AND STILL ANOTHER 
COMMUNIQUE PROMISING TO ACCELERATE NORMALIZATION OF 
RELATIONS WITH PEKING, SHEN COMES HOME AGAIN. NO DOUBT 

HE WILL MAKE A COMPREHENSIVE REPORT TO GOVERNMENT ON 
KISSINGER'S LATEST PEKING TRIP AND HIS MEETING WITH 
KISSINGER IMMEDIATELY AFTER SECRETARY'S RETURN FROM

PAPER SAID SHEN WILL ACCOMPANY INGERSOLL ON HIS TAIPEI 
OFFICIAL CALLS, ADDING "THERE ARE MANY PRACTICAL PROBLEMS 
IN SINO-AMERICAN RELATIONSHIP TO BE DISCUSSED NOW." 

5. INFLUENTIAL CHINA TIMES EDITORIALLY URGED SOLIDIFICATION 
OF U.S.-ROC ALLIANCE ANDBOOSTING OF FRIENDSHIP BETWEEN 
THE TWO COUNTRIES. THE YEAR 1974 WILL BE "DECISIVE" IN 
MANY ASPECTS AND U.S.-ROC RELATIONSHIP WILL BE "ONE OF 
PIVOTAL EVENTS." PAPER URGED ROC GOVERNMENT AND PEOPLE 
DO UTMOST TO MAINTAIN U.S.-ROC ALLIANCE AND PROMOTE 
RELATIONS WITH U.S. FOR SAKE WORLD PEACE AND HUMAN 
WELFARE.
